Actual News Seems Scarce. | 

So far as actual news is concsenes,.| 
very little change in the situation fs no- | 
ticed. The state of affairs at Mafeking 
can only be conjectured. The occupation 
of New Castle by the Boers was prepared 
for and expected, the place having been 
abandoned by the British. The Boers 
are reported by press dispatches to be 
menacing Kimberly. 

Very heavy rains and snows are re- 
ported, which hamper the Boer move- 
ment, and they are finding that they be- 
gan too late to easily obtain the initial 
successes counted upon. They evident- 
ly find the advances upon Ladysmith 
dificult, either from the north or west, 
as General Sir George Stewart White's 
reconnoissance seems to have. sufficed 
to deter them from the present. 

The peaks of the Drakensberg range 
are now snow covered, and the storms 
must caused the Boers” great 
discomfort, which probably’ explains 
their failure to attack General White. 
Masterly inactivity characterizes the 
operations on tooth sides. Persisteht 
Tumors are in circulation that the Schrei- 
ner ministry of Cape Colony has been 
dismissed and Mr. Rossiness has been 
asked to form a cabinet. These rumors, 
however, are without foundation.

BOERS DERAIL HOSPITAL TRAIN 


Track Torn Up and a Rapid Retreat | 


Is Necessitated. 

Vryburg, Cape Colony, October 15.—A 
hospital train that started for Maribogo 
has just returned, after an adventurous 
journey. It had reached a curve on a 
culvert several hundred yards east of 
Maribogo, and had just slackened speed 
when it vas observed that the _ rails 
ahead thad been upturned. Tne brates 
were applied, but the engine passed on to 
one rail partly raised, and was derailed. 
The occupants immediately righted the 
engine. At the same tine it was observ- 
ed that a party of Boers were galioping 
into line east of the railway, Fut well on 
the Cape Colony side of the border. Some 
cf the persons on the train declared that 
they saw a cannon pointed at the train. 
The intention of the Boers was apparently 
hostile. The train ran wack ‘o Vryburg 
at full speed, the engine flying a white 
flag with a red cross. Picks and shovels 
were seen lying about, and the Boers had 
apparently been disturbed while remov- 
ing the rails. It is learned that previous 
train, Maribog9 
telephoned Vryburg asking that the train 
be sent up, as all was quite safe. The 
operator at Vryburg recognized the voice 
as that of a European store clerk. In 
view of the subsequent report that the 
Boers were removing the rails, it is be- 
lieved the Boers

New York, October 15.—The Columbia 
and Shamrock did not leave their moor- 
ings inside Sahdy Hook today. Not a 
sail ccver was taken off, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the sun shone brig..tly 
a good part of the day, and would have 
afforaed an excellent opportunity to dry 
out what dampness there might have 
been in the canvas. It was an off day 
for the crews of both boats, anu barring 
a watch of half a dozen men on each 
craft, not a soul was on board. Captain 
Barr spent most of the day in town. He 
has every confidence in the Columbia, 
for he says that the months that he has 
saijed her in all kinds of weather uur- 
ing the past summer have convinced him 
that she is superior to the English cutter. 

The sight of the big kites that the 
Shamrock has been displaying during 
the past two weeks, especially the huge 
topsail, does not cause the little Scotch- 
man any alarm, for he feels that they 
Wisi not be of any use in a breeze that 
Wili move the challenger in anything 
more than.a snail’s pace. 

The Columbia’s crew is not suffering a 
bit from the many attempts to have a 
race, but the men would like to see a 
good sailing breeze before the snow files, 
they say, as they are not anxious to 
handle sails when it is cold enough to 
stiffen tne canvas and rigging.

W. A. Brady and Tom O'Rourke will 
meet in New York Tuesday and decide 
what will be done, O’Rourke will take 
a decided step against a postponement 
and thinks the injury is of no conse- 
quence. Sharkey is of the same opinion 
and thinks Jeffries has some other rea- 
son for not wanting to fight on October 
27th. Tonight O’ Rourke said: 

‘“T believe. Jeffries will be able to use 
his arm in three days as well as he 
ever did in his life and he must either 
fight or forfeit on October 27th. Sharkey 
had been injured before he fought Jef- 
fries in San Francisco. A strain in his 
back had affected his kidneys and he 
wanted a postponement. It was not al 
lowed, and everybody knows the result.

But in the main they are 
right and correct and mean weii, and 
they do a vast deal of good. I only wish 
that every editor were aisc a good farm- 
er. I want, however, to ask tne hews- 
papers not to encourage the farmers to 
sell hay and grain, unless they can get 
more for them in that form than in any 
other. Tell them ts raise ail the hay 
they can and feed it to livesiock—to 
mileh cows, beef cattle, horses, 
sheep and goats—rather than seli it 
hay. When a farmer sells hay and grain 
he sells off the cream of his so‘l; when 
he feeds hay to cows and fut steers he 
returns the fertilizer strength of the 
hay to the land, and what ine sells in 
the form of butter and beef, pork, etc., 
is hardly missed from the fattening 
soil.

Beagles swore out a peace warrant for 
Pearson and he was carried to justice 
court at Ray’s Mill for trial. On the 
court ground the difficulty arose again, 
and Pearson, the man under arrest, chal- 
lenged Beagles for a fight, and started 
out at the door, pulling off his coat as he 
went, Beagles was standing near the 
door and as Pearson came out unarmed, 
drew a pistol and shot him through the 
head.

Beagles left the country and was gone 
three years, but came back and was ar- 
rested and placed under bond. Two 
months ago he was given up by his 
bondsmen and placed in jail. 

The trial of the case consumed a day 
and a half, The state was represented by 
Solicitor General Thomas and Colonel W.

Wichita. Kan.. October 15.—Carl Brown, 
who led Coxey’s army to Washington,

light upon @ situation which has been 
clouded in darkness heretofore, and 
points out an importance for cotton 
mills in the field which has not been 
thought of heretofore and necessarily 
leads to thea conclusion that a partial 
movement which has accomplished so 
much must be revolutionary in the re- 
sult which its completion must bring 
about. A short review of the facts 
will demonstrate the idea in mind. 
_ The substitution of a fibrous growth 
for wool has bean a comparatively new 
effort, brought to its first general ap- 
plication by the raising of cotton in 
the southern states of the union, The 
large planter was the result, raising 
the raw product for shipment abroad, 
where alona existed the skill compe- 
tent for its manufacture. Later New 
England entered the field of manu- 
facture, but the southern planter re- 
mained a sitting producer, satisfied 
with the princely profits which he had 
made. Irom this period to that of the 
small planter after the war the story 
was still the same, a more or less well- 
paid producer on the one side who 
had to depend upon an intermediary 
market to introduce him to the spin- 
ner on the other. The profits of the 
producer grew less and less, until the 
staple did not pay the price of its 
raising. 

In the meantime the manufacture 
of cotton goods, in a desultory way, 
began in the south. The mills made 
some monay, but it was claimed that 
they did so under the protecting wing 
of a market created by old and New 
England, and the idea was laughed 
at that they could ever play an im- 
portant part in the trade. Even when 
the southern cotton mills grew numer- 
ous and their owners had established 
their right to consideration, the most 
that was claimed for them was that it 
opened a naw field for the south, but 
no idea was paid to any possible ad- 
vantage to the farmer, save a demand 
for food supplies. There would be 
princely cotton spinners to take the 
placa of the bygone baronial cotton 
planters. Meantime, the price of cot- 
ton would be fixed in New York and 
Liverpool as heretofore, 

As stated by Senator McLaurin, the 
selling season of 1899 has brought 
about a culmination remarkable and 
revolutionary, in which the price of 
cotton has been fixed by the necessities 
of the cotton miller at home, and the 
Englishman and the German have been 
forced to follow suit, or to await a 
market in which they might be badly 
worsted. The first move in the usual 
game was the Neill circular of August 
12th, in which a fabulous crop was 
predicted, and under the influence of 
which the product was to be marketed 
at 5 cents a pound, leaving the im- 
mense margin of profit created by ex- 
traordinary orders to go into the 
pockats of the millers. The situation 
was a critical one, indeed, The plant- 
ers ha® suffered from the ruinous 
prices of three previous years; it was 
well known that cotton cost between 
5 and 6 cents a pound in production, 

and that this price even wouid not 
leave a shadow of profit for the pro- 
ducer. Tha markets of the world 
had gone upward; iron, coal, lumber 
and every other product had jumped 
from 25 to 50 and even 100 per cent, 
and here was the cotton producer con- 
damned to another year of disastrous 
prices. It was in this emergency, in 
full knowledge of the fortified strength 


of the interests, that The Constitution 
determined to tall the whole story and 
to declare that the intrinsic value of 
the incoming cotton was at least 8 
cents a pound. 

The bears, however, were firm, and 
in Naw York, Liverpool and Bremen 
they stood together with a firm front, 
believing in the extravagances of Neill 
as the warrant for keeping down 
the price. Here it was that tha power- 
ful agency of the southern cotton 
mills was felt. The mill-owners at 
home could not be mislead by Neill 
if those abroad could, and they dater- 
mined to stock themselves for the year 
rather than to depend upon foreign 
rivals in trade. When New York and 
Liverpool offared 6 cents for cotton, 
the local mills made it 6 1-2, and when 
7 was quoted, up came the southern 
mills throughout the south with 7 1-2! 
The revolution was on! ‘The mills of 
the south had for the first time fixed 
tha price, and the New York and Liv- 
erpool bear had to follow quietly along 
in the wake of the southern bull! 

Here, then, was a result never 
dreamed of in the astablishment of our 
early mills, and here is a fresh incen- 
tive for southern capital to continue 
in the development of cotton manu- 
facturing. Some tima ago The Con- 
stitution quoted Mr. Hugh T. Inman, 
who knows the value of a dollar if 
any man does, to the effect that the 
freightage of cotton from the south to 
New England alone constituted a suf- 
ficiant margin of profit upon which a 
capitalist might safely enter the mill- 
ing business here. Following out the 
same reasoning, the removal of the 
thousands of high-salaried middleman 
who are necessary to carry the cotton 


‘from the south to old or New England 


would leave such a margin of profit 
that the cotton producer would never 
again be called upon to sacrifica his 
crop at 4 or 5 cents. The more mills 
there are in the south, the more cot- 
ton will be consumed at home, and if 
the mills abroad must have it, they 
must pay such prices as will get it. 
The southern mill can always afford 
to pay more foriton tha spot than can 
the mill in Fall River or Lancashire. 
The southern mills, working upon a 


short crop, have been enabled to thus | 


revolutionize the market this year. 
These mills, doubled in number, can 
do the same thing with the iargest 
crop which is possible to be raised in 
the cotton area. Im every neighbor- 
hood in which there is erected a cot- 
ton mill, it means a half cent advance 
upon the market. This is but one 
more proof that to us belongs the 
manufacturing of cotton as weil as its 
production, and we must enter the 
field with the determination that in 
time there will not be a single bale 
of the staple for export.

Happy if the man who, in these 
times, is alive and healthy and able 
to glance with an appreciative dye over 
the field of human thought and pro- 
duction. There was a time, not so 
very long ago, when, if your umbrel-

Thesa improvements have no doubt 
created in the public mind the habit 
of impatience. For instance, if we 
had been compelled to wait a quarter 
of an hour after the surrender of the 
Spaniards at Santiago for our history 
of the Spanish-American war, there 
would have been shrill whistles in the 
gallery and a tremendous thumping 
of feet in the pit. As even the ex- 
pectation of these manifestations is 
calculated to excite the gantlemanly 
tragedians and their lovely supports 
we need not be surprised to find Lady 
Macbeth coming upon the stage with 
more rouge-grease on one fair cheek 
than on the other, or to observe that 
Hotspur’s costume is somewhat awry.

Sampson’s remarks related to the 
negotiations that preceded the sur- 
render of Santiago. ““General Shafter,”’ 
said the worthy admiral, “not being 
by education capable of understanding 
the results of the battle,” (the destruc- 
tion of the Spanish fleet) “probably 
owing to the fact that his friends ware 
closed up in that harbor, (the Span- 
iards seeming like friends after they 
had been penned up) felt depressed, 
and he called on me to assist him or 
take part in entering the harbor of 
Santiago.”

tarially the situation had been changed 
by the destruction of Cervera’s fleet. 
“Up to that time,” Sampson goes on 
to explain, “General Shatter had been 
attempting to impress upon the Span- 
ish general that the forces were about 
equally divided, and that the chances 
on both sides were about equal, Gen- 
eral Shafter had not attempted to 


persuade the Spanish general that ha 


was bound to be beaten. Captain 
Chadwick took this view and urged 
that the Spanish general should 
be impressed with it. General Shaf- 
ter said: ‘If you will write a letter to 
the Spanish general explaining your 
views of tha matter, I will willingly 
sign it, and we will see what effect it 
will have.’ Thereupon, Captain Chad- 
wick sat down and wrote the letter. 
General Shafter signed it without 
change and saat it to the Spanish 
general, and hostilities ceased.” 

Now, if Sampson is worthy of cre- 
dence, here is an entirely new ver- 
sion of the Santiago affair. .We are 
familiar, of coursa, with the fact that 
Sampson and his friends insist that 
he destroyed the Spanish war vessels 
though the fight had been over for an 
hour when he arrived on the scene; 
but we had naver before supposed that 
he was in great part responsible for 
the surrender of the Spanish garrison 
to the American forces. The whole 
purport of his address, apart from 
the fact that it is an unnecessary and 
therefore a cruel attack on Shafter, is 
that he coached Chadwick and that, 
as the result of his coaching, the cap- 
tain wrote a letter which had the ef- 
fect of putting an end to hostilities. 

We have no defence to maka of Shaf- 
ter, except to say that he is far more 
responsible for every movement of 
the land forces than Sampson is for 
the destruction of the Spanish ships. 
But the cause of the admiral’s anl- 
mus is not far to seek. Shafter ex- 
pected him to lead thé fleet into San- 
tiago harbor and thus co-operate with 
the army. His response was to sqnd 
Chadwick ashore, 

We all know what Dewey or Schley 
would have done in a similar situa- 
tion. After the. destruction of the 
fleet he would have sailai into the har- 
bor and put an end to the struggle 
forthwith. Sampson sent Chadwick 
for a consultation, and now yractical- 
ly claims the credit for the surrender 
of the Spanish garrison. 3

American Cider in France. 

American cider bids fair to supplant 
the consumption of wine in Irance. 

Consul Gueather says it is a curious 
fact that the consumption of wine in 
France is steadily diminishing. ‘This 
results from a variety of causes, prom- 
inent among which is a general belief 
among the common people that the 
product of the vine is apt to be de- 
leteriously adulterated. Whether this 
is true or not, it.is a matter of such 
universal comment that they naturally 
make it an excuse for discarding wina 
and indulging in a beverage which 
they declare is too cheap for anybody 
to dream of adulterating. This first 
resort was to thé product of the ap- 
ple and pear orchards. Whether this 
and Brittany. In 1895, the consump- 
tion of cider in Paris amounted to 10,- 
OOO.CCD gallons, but in consequence 
of the bad apple harvests of 1896 and 
1897, this fell in 1898 to an utterly 
insignificant figure. 

The importation of cider to meet the 
demand was impossible, because of tha 
prohibitive duties of 8.50 francs per 
hectoliter, amounting with tha octro} 
duty to about 16 cents a gallon in 
Daris. Of course, no man could pay 
a tax of 4 cents a quart and furnisha 
drink cheap. enough to meet the d@ 
mand for cider, which could not be 
diluted to anv extent with water and 
retain its peculiar “tang.” It became 
necessary, therefore, to find a sub- 
stitute. 

With the English or American taste, 
have 
been found in a sort of beer or some 
mere alcholic product, But the French- 
man, if he is not addicted to absinthe, 
usually cares little for the alcoholic 
character of his favorite tipple. What 
he wants is, not to become intoxicated, 
but to have a pleasant drink which he 
can sip by the hoursincompany with 
his friqnds at the buvette. Twothings 
arg essential—first, it must .have a 
pleasant, fruity flavor (if a little p- 
quant, so much the better): and, sec- 
ond, it must not make too heavy a 
drain upon his purse. ‘The bourgeols 
rarely allows his palate to make him 
forget his pocket. Cheapness and 
briskneass are essential elements of a 
popular drink for the French people. 

Out of these conditions, aided by 
the genius of some unknown mixer of 
drinks in Paris, was evolved “pl- 
quette,” a sparkling, froaity beverage, 
composerl of dried apples, raisins and 
water, allowed to stand until fermen- 
tation takes place and then bottled, 
with the addition of a little sugar, or 
served directly from the cask.

Hon. Clifton R. Breckinridge, of Pine 
Bluff, Ark., is in Atlanta and registered 
at the Kimball, where he will remain for 
several days, engaging in some business 
matiers with parties in the city. 

Mr. Breckinridge is a very prominent 
politiclan, and has served several terms 
in congress, where he distinguished him- 
self by his comprehension of public affairs 
and his thorough familiarity with all pub- 
lic questions requiring discussion.

Third Session of Court of Inquiry 
Develops Positive Evidence, 


PRAISE FOR ATLANTA TROOPS 


Caterer In New York Who Walted- on 
the Men Has a Say, 


GEORGIA SOLDIERS ARE GENTLEMEN 


The Next Session of the Court of 
Inquiry Will Be Held Tuesday 
Evening and a Big Num- 
ber of Men Will Be 
Called. 


After three sessions of the Fifth regi- 
ment court of inquiry, the last of which 
was held Saturday night, the members of 
the court tind themselves in possession of 
evidence sufficiently strong to convict 
more than half of the men who took part 
in the looting of the Hamlet, N. C., stores. 
The only reason why the name of every 
guilty man has not been found is because 
the 
have not all been called. 

Inspector General Obear, the president 
of the court, stated that the enlisted men 
had failed to show the clannishness at- 
tributed to them and that every man who 
had testified had indicated as much of a 
desire to bring the guilty to justice ag any 
officer in the regiment. 

From facts obtained Saturday night 
from a s0uree that cannot be doubted, it 
will be seen When the work of the court 
of inquiry is completed, that twice the 
number of men estimated at first were 
implicated directly in the acts of mali- 
cious mischief committed at Hamlet. 

It is also certain that the court has in 
its possession at present the names of at 
least eight men against whom the evi- 
dence cannot be disputed. The probability 
{is that at least twelve and possibly fit- 
teen men will suddenly be dropped from 
their commands with no more of an epi- 
taph than: 

“For the good of the service,’’ 

It is gratifying to the men of the Fifth 
regiment themselves and to their friends, 
that particularly at this time when the 
good name of the organization I{s on trial, 
they should receive from New York writ- 
ten congratulations on their good conduct 
and gentlemanly bearing while in the me- 
tropolis. 

The communicatfon received by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Park~Woodward comes from 
the caterer who furnished the men meals 
while they were attending the Dewey cel- 
ebration. It came unsolicited and will be 
appreciated the more by the regiment fer 
that reason. 

Marx Hartman, caterer, thinks the 
Georgia soldier a gentleman and the fur- 
ther the investigation of the court of in- 
quiry proceeds the more convinced the 
public becomes that Hartman js right. 
The men, according to the statement of 
the court itself, have told all they Know 
of the Hamlet affair without preface and 
without fear. 

The Session Last Night. 

The third session of the court of inquiry 
met Saturday evening at the capitol and 
Only tive witnesses, the number summon- 
ed, responded, 

Lieutenant Crute, of company A; Lieu- 
tenant Kershaw, of company A, and Lieu- 
tenant Myers, of company © follawed 
each other before the court, and after 
them came First Sergeant Williams, of 
company A, and #rivate. Wallace Mitchell, 
of cofipany B. The witnesses remained 
before the court of inquiry but a few 
minutes and the session adjourned by 10 
o'clock. 

Colonel Obear stated that the next ses- 
Sion would be held Tuesday night and 
until that time the court would be busy 
reviewing the evidence that has been pre- 
sented 50 lar. 

It is understood that one of the men 
Who took a razor from one of the barber 
Shops at Hamiet, has come forward of 
his own accord and admitted his guilt, 
at the same time presenting the court 
With the razor. The weapon is now in the 
possession of one Of the members. 

dt is regarded as probable that the whole 
of next week will be taken up in consuita- 
Uoh and hearing evidence, as the court 
expects to make a full and exhaustive re- 
port of the aliuir to Governor Candler. 
Men Complimented on Behavior. 

Whaiever change, if.any, came over the 
Spirits of the Atianta soldiers after they 
left New York, it is not on record.

HEALTH BOARD HEARS HIM 


Will Use Specially Constructed Cars 
for the Trash. 


BID WAS FIRST MABE LAST FEBRUARY

At the meeting of the board of health 
last Friday afternoon Venable Brothers, 
through W. H. Venable, subntitted a 
propcsition whereby this company will 
remove the garbage of the city at a cost 
considerably lower than what it now 
ccsts the city to dispose of the garbage. 

The proposition of Venable Brothers 
according to their statement; will save 
the city $735 per month. This proposition 
was made last February and Its renewed. 

The board of health took no action on 
the matter, but it will doubtless be given 
ccrsideration at a future time. 

The proposition in full is as f&llows: 

“To the Board of Health—In February 
last we were invited to submit a prop- 
osition to take care of all of the garbage 
cs‘tion to take care of all the garbage, 
street sweepings and night soil, the city 
delivering the night Ssoilin barels and the 
other in cars at somecentrally located 
place. We submitted a proposition to do 
this at 48 cents per ton of 2,000 pounds 
and 39 cents per ton for the other. We 
hereby renew this proposition. We pro- 
pose further to take the same in car 
iots loaded on Western and Atlantic and 
Southern railway and on Georgia rail- 
road tracks, this will give two different 


loading stations at which the city cah 
deliver, We propose to purehase the

tion to be agreed upon by arbitration or 
otherwise, We propose if this contract 
is entered {nto to erect suitable, sealed 
sheds under which the city can dump 
or unload, We propose further to have 
care especially adapted to this service 
made for the night soil so that the tubs 
of the city ean be promptly emptied.

The usual] 
way of disposing of garbage in 9% per 
cent of the cities of the United States, 
is to ship it beyond the city limits and to 
bury the night soil as the city is now 
doing and has been doigr for the last 
ten years.
